The Star-Koute Frauds—Further Evidence 
of Knseallty. ' 
Nnw Y o rk , June 20th.—The Washington 
correspondent of the Timet says : The collec­ 
tion and classification of evidence, upon which 
to base the prosecution of the dishonest star- 
route contractors and their confederates in 
office, has been continued quietly, but slowly, 
during the week. The force employed is 
small, but excellent progress has been made. 
Evidence is coming from all parts of the 
country, and the investigators have had tbeir 
attention directed every day to hitherto un­ 
known ca>es of fraud. At the Bame time the 
Poetmaster-General and Second Assistant 
Elmer have continued the application of 
common-scnee methods and business princi­ 
ples to the existing fraudulent star 
service, and the incomes of ling favor­ 
ites are continually growing beautifully 
less. The reports made by honest special 
agents in relation to the “ crooked service” 
are now coming in every day, and much use­ 
less and fraudulent service has been marked 
for discontinuar ce. Action upon these cases 
will not be taken nntil after an exhaustive 
examination and conclusion of arguments 
upon both sides. 
The Department proposes to be sure it is 
right before it “ goea ahead.” At the same 
time the methods which have prevailed in the 
Department, the allotment of clerical work, 
location and divisions and many other details, 
have been closely examined by the Commis­ 
sion, whose purpose is to introduce proper 
business methods and reorganize the working 
force in the most efficient manner which cir­ 
cumstances will allow. The results of the 
labors of the investigators and examiners of 
fraudulent and useless service and the inspec­ 
tion of the internal economy of the Depart­ 
ment cannot fail to be of almost incalculable 
advantage to the people of the nation. 
The correspondent tells the story of another 
Salisbury route, in which he says the records 
show that in this case, as in many others, 
the Salisbury ring were not troubled by the 
little formality of advertising each route 
once every four years, and letting it under 
condition of a ronte advertised and relet; but 
these proceedings made but little difference 
to them. In 1873 Gilmer it Salisbury were 
carrying mails on the route from Franklin to 
Helena, Idaho, and their aunual pay was 
Í47.500, or more than §15 per mile for one trip 
per week. 
In the list of bidders appear 
several persons who then represented the 
Salisbury combination, bnt who do not 
now appear in the same way. Sanderson, 
of the Barlow combination, would do tie 
work for $135,000. Salisbury would take it 
for $120,000. But Sanderson's man Huntly 
could do it for $65,000, and Salisbury’s man 
White and others could do it all the way 
down from $59,750 to $15 000. This was cer­ 
tainly remarkable.. The Mormons put in a 
bid of $43,000. Jackson was given the con- 
tractforaterm of four years from July 1,1874. 
His principals probably continued their work 
on the route for four months. Their pay was 
reduced by the result of advertising from 
$-47,500 per annum to only 815,000. At the 
end of fonr months they availed themselves 
of the old plan. Jackson was allowed to fall, 
and was declared a failing contractor, because, 
as was said, he failed December 11,1874 ; but 
before that time Gilmer & Salisbury 
had gone in one and a half month-.’ service at 
$67,500. The Department went up the list 
of bidders, and could find no one who would 
stand by his bid until ]). Parker was reached. 
His bid had been $64,000, and it was handed 
over to him at that price, although it had 
originally been let for $15,000. Parktr was 
t’ce highest of the holders controlled by 
Salisbury, and his address was, “ Care of 
Gilmer & Salisbury.” For the la.-.t few years 
the Parkers have as a rule had a combination 
of their own. Parker or Salieburv had the 
route at $64.500. Until July 1, 1S78, the end 
of the term, Jackson’s p>ay would have been 
S60.0C0. Parker's must have been at least 
$225,000. Then for some reaeon the mute 
was advertised for the term from 1878 to 
1882, until three months after the proper 
time, so that a new contractor could not be 
given the work until October 1, 1878, instead 
of July 1, 1878. This left a gap of three 
months, which was filled by employing Gil­ 
mer A Salisbury for that time at a pay of 
$04,500. 
\Ye have now reached the beginning of the 
current contract term, 1878 to 1882. I'he re­ 
sult of advertisement is given in the bids as 
follows: Route 42,122—Franklin to Helena, 
Idaho; distance, 415 miles; service, seven 
trips per week ; time schedule, 75 hours in 
summer and 150 hours in winter, or 5.V miles 
and 2¿ miles per hour ; 200 hours for third- 
class matter. There were eleven of these 
bidders : O. J. Salisbury, $97,000; N. S 
Huntley, SID. 000; C. W. Bennett, $47,000; 
W. M. Griffith, 843,800; H. M. Norton. 
$38,880; V. W. Parker, $38,780; W. M. 
Wilson, $38.000; Joseph Evans, $87,000 ; 
K. H. Williams, $33 ( 00; E. J. Travis, 
$31,000 ; J. W. Travis, $29,U0C. Four years 
before the Barlow party had put in the high­ 
est bid ; now Salisbury outranked them all. 
While the two Travises, his representatives, 
were at the foot, the Barlow party was sec 
ond. Keren’s party, a new one backed 
by an active politician, was fourth. 
On the 3d day of July, 1878, Travis was 
given the contract. His principal continued 
the service until October 1, 1878, then he be­ 
came a contractor, on paper at least. Of 
course ha “ failed,” as Jackson had failed be­ 
fore him. Travis’ downfall, according to the 
books, occurred March 11, 1879. Brady 
went up the li-t, aud it is supposed circulars 
were sent to bidders. They declined or re­ 
fused to reply at all, until Salisbury, the 
very highest man, was reached. The 
arrangement by means of which Hnntly 
and Griffith and a partner were induced to 
keep out is not described in the books. Grif­ 
fith (Kernf) was the only one who made any 
sort of offer. He wrote that he would take 
the route at $43,800, if Brady would give him 
time for necessary preparation, and he would 
begin the service as soon 03 practicable. 
“ Owing to the probable opposition of the 
second parties connected with the present 
service,” he added, “ it may require more 
than ordinary time.” It is unnecessary to 
say that Griffith did notget theroule. There 
was a gap cf $4,700 between Barlow’s and Sal­ 
isbury's bids, and Brady apparently did not 
feel like jumping it, and accepted Salibnry’s 
offer. J ust then Levi L. Blake came forward 
with an offer to do the work for $55,000, and 
it was accepted. Blake was another repre­ 
sentative of Salisbury, who was one of bis 
bondsmen. 
Blake’s term began April 1, 
1879, but it was very soon discovered that he 
had once been used, as Travis and Jackson 
bad been used, and had once been declared a 
failing bidder or contractor. This disquali­ 
fied him, and Brady gave the contract to his 
bondsmen, Monroe Salisbury and J. 11. War­ 
ner, at the same price, $55,000. Salisbury 
filed a sub-contract, and at last the route 
was tecure in his hands again at a higher 
price for four years mOre. 
After Salisbury had got a firm hold of the 
route at $55,000, there was some special ser­ 
vice employed at the rate of $95,000 per year. 
This line extended from Franklin, on the 
boandjry between Utah and Idaho, and di­ 
rectly north of Salt Lake City, northward 
through Eastern Idaho to Helena, Montana. 
Its course was very nearly coincident with 
that of the Utah Northern Railroad, which 
was then in process of construction northward. 
From January 1, 1880, the route was short­ 
ened 194 miles, and the mails transit rred 
to the railroad. It is probable, of course, 
that they had been carried on the railroad 
for Salisbury, for some six months later 30 
miles more were cut off, and on February 
5, 1881, 45 mile? more, so that the pay from 
that dale was $19,399, being pro rata. There 
was a doubt about Blake’s offer to do the 
work for $55,C00. Patrick, of Oregon, had 
put in an offer to do it for $85,000, and the 
claim was set up that Blake’s proposal did 
not come iu until the expiration of the lin.it 
set by the Department. Patrick made com­ 
plaint through Senator Saunders, but no 
charge was made. 
’lhe Indian ’Territory star-service routes, 
says the correspondent, are not many. The 
agents of th- Department have been inspect­ 
ing this service, and action upon some of 
their reports has already been taken. Orher 
changes will be male within a few days. The 


books for the current contract term in Indian 
Territory contains the records of thirty-nine 
routes let under competition, and six routes 
held until June 30, 1881, by temporary con­ 
tracts. The latter have been let ior the en­ 
suing year under competition. 
The correspondent gathers into one table 
the rontes which have not been dishonestly 
manipulated by Brady and the contractors, 
and preseuts it as another of the methods of 
the rings. 
The Suppressed Letter from Carfltld 
to Grant. 
W ashington, June 20th.—In view of the 
publication of General Grant’s letter to Sen­ 
ator Jones, attacking President Garfield, and 
the freedom with which the General is criti­ 
cising him by means of interviews, it is re­ 
garded as very strange that Grant does not 
give to the press a letter addressed to him 
upon the subject now in controversy by Pres­ 
ident GaifiJd at the time that the letter of 
Grant to Senator Jones was printed. The 
announcement was made that the Senator 
had received awd delivered a letter from 
Grant to the Presidont. It was declared 
that it was equally éeuided in expressions re­ 
garding the President as the letter to Jones. 
Although doubts were expressed at the 
time about the existence of such letter, 
the statement that it was received 
and delivered was true. It is also true 
that Garfield wrote at length to Grant in 
reply, taking direct issue with him on the 
position which he had assumed in the letter, 
and pointing out to him wherein he had writ­ 
ten from incorrect information. Abundant 
time has elapsed since this letter to Grant was 
mailed for it to have reached the latter, 
even if it did not reach the City of Mexico 
till after Grant had lett. The friends of the 
President who are aware of the existence of 
this letter, and in general terms of its char­ 
acter, express much indignation over the late 
attacks of Grant upon the President, which 
have none of them contained even a hint that 
the President had presented his side of the 
case to General Grant very fullv and in clear, 
forcible tenus. They feel that General Grant 
cannot wiihhold that letter after the publica­ 
tion of his own to Senator Jnn s, supple­ 
mented as that and the one directly to the 
President have been by denunciatory inter­ 
views. 
A San Franciscan H allrtl on Ills Way lo 
E u ro p e . 
A nn A rb o r (Mich.), June 20th.— John H. 
Maynard, of San Francisco, on his way to 
Europe with his wife, was arrested Satmday 
for obtaining a siguature to a $2,000 note 
under false pretenses. 
PACIFIC «OAST. 
Rallrond Litigation Iu New Mexico. 
S a n ta F e, June 20th.—Judge Bristol, of 
the United States District Court at 
Mesilla, arrived to-day to open Court in the 
matter of the injunction of the Texas Pacific 
vs. the Southern Pacific Railroad of New 
Mexico. A new phase has been put upon the 
case. The officers of the Southern Pacific, un­ 
der orders from Huntington, Crocker and the 
Central Pacific people, have treated the in­ 
junction with contempt. Judge J. S. New­ 
comb duly qualified, famished his bonds 
in accordance with law, and demanded 130 
miles of the road to be turned over to the 
line, as per order of the Court. The officers 
in charge simply laughed at the injunction, 
evidently considering tbeir orders tronr San 
Francisco superior to these from a United 
State Court. The contempt case will be c >c- 
eidered at once by Judge Bristol, and the 
injunction care will be argued on the 24th 
instant. Counsel are getting their briefs 
ready, and the legal fight will soon be in full 
blast. 
Frightful Explosion —A Store Blown to 
Alouis-Kalu. 
S h a s ta , June 20:h —About 2 o’clock this 
morning the store of Dr. Timothy Oonkling, 
otherwise known as “ the old Paul de Pray 
store,” at Centerville, was blown to atoms 
with giant powder. The whole store build­ 
ing and outhouses are total wrecks, and the 
goods and merchandise strewn all round to 
the distance of fifty feet or more. The iron 
doors of the cellar were carried over four 
hundred feet, and at that distance cut a tree 
six inches through iu two. Dr. Conkling 
was thrown from his bed, and the building 
fell upon him. He is hurt ia the back, l.eid 
aud legs, and bleeds profusely from the ncse 
and mouth. His condition is critical. It is 
supposed to hsve been the work of an enemy 
of the Doctor’s. Conkling is an old resident 
of S hasta, and much indignation prevails in 
the community. The explosion was heard at 
Shasts, eight miles aw ay. Sheriff Hull is at 
the eteae.

In Russia ju st now the main anx­ 
iety of th e Em peror is tó save himself frcm 
being blown up, and therefore it is neces­ 
sary for the police, in order to vindicate 
their intelligence, to prove th a t they are 
constantly w arding off danger from him. 
B ut if the N ihilists m ake up th eir m inds 
th a t he m ust follow his father we fear th at 
th e police will somehow fail to hear of th a t 
particular plot until it is too late, and then 
of coarse th ey will be consternated. 


A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


It is cow said th at G eneral G rant has 
unaccountably suppressed a letter which 
he received from 
I’resident Garlie’d in 
answ er to his own comm unication on the 
C ockling m atter, and th a t since he ha3 not 
. hesitated to abuse th e President publicly 
since receiving this letter, bis w ithholding 
of it is a very discreditable and trick y ie- 
course. 
I t is fu rth er said th a t in this sup­ 
pressed iciter the P resident refuted G en­ 
eral G rant's views on the ConVling m atter, 
and exposed the fallacy of his premises 
T h at is extrem ely probable, for O .nerai 
G ran t’s ideas on the C ockling m atte-rare 
notoriously incorrect and eccentric. 
Rut 
it is m ost astonishing th a t General G rant 
should have undertaken to w ithhold a le t­ 
te r which answ ered his own anim adversions 
on th e C cnkling affair, nn'.css indeed he 
perceived th a t if lie published it he would 
l>e obliged to refrain from abusing the 
President any more. 
The 
country is 
anxious to read th is letter, however, and 
now th a t the fre t of its existence has been 
announced we shall be very much aston­ 
ished if some enterprising reporter does 
not succeed in bringing it to light speedily, 
w ith or w ithout the consent of its present 
h cider. 
Indeed it seems possible, not to 
say probable, th a t such a letter was copied 
before being sent, and in th a t case it would 
n j t be necessary to solicit from Geneia* 
G ran t th e perm ission to publish it. 
W e 
do n ot suppose th at President Garfield 
w ould sanction th e printing of any other 
copy th an the one which General G rant 
holds, b u t it is notoriously difficult to pre­ 
vent these filings from leaking out. 


For some tim e past there has been in 
this country a grow ing tendency to p u t the 
adm inistration of charity into tho hands of 
associations. 
The danger of being de­ 
ceived by im postors has no doubt stren g th ­ 
ened th e general disposition th a t way, and 
th e effect of it has been to check the habits 
of philanthropy, and to afford an excuse 
for selfishness and parsimony! 
The evils 
to be apprehended from blind acquiescence 
in all tho stories of ihose who solicit 
charity are serious beyond question, and it 
is capable of statistical proof th a t among 
these evils is the encouragem ent of pro­ 
fessed m endicancy. 
R ut it Í3 questionable 
w hether th e philosophers and economists 
who have w arned the w orld against indis­ 
crim inate alms-giving have not done quite 
a3 m uch harm as they prevented, by in ­ 
culcating a caution which too often results 
in tho elim ination of all hum ano feelings 
for the nufortunato. 
T he recent report 
of tho London Society for the Suppression 
of M endicity contains some statem ents in 
this relation w hich are very suggestive. 
The tendency of w hich we speak, 
to 
re stiic t all alniB-giving to organizations, 
lias 
proceeded 
quite 
as 
rapidly 
in 
England as w ith us, and it has iu fact 
gone so far as to alarm those who study 
th e question carefully. 
Thus we find 
Lord Shaftesbury, the President of the 
London Society referred to above, stating 
th a t unless some determ ined action is 
taken the C harity O rganization Society 
will, in a very few years, have th e d istri­ 
bution of all th e religions and charitable 
funds of th e country. 
A nd this, he said, 
“ is a m easure which m ust be resisted 
“ w ith all th eir power and strength, for if 
“ it w ere passed it would stop the flow of 
“ private 
charity, 
and 
chill 
people’s 
“ h earts.” 
U ndoub'cdly th a t is some­ 
thing very m uch to be apprehended, and 
there are plenty of indications th a t it is a 
state of feeling easily established. 
A 
short tim e ago a very distressing case of 
m isery and destitution was revealed in 
Philadelphia. 
T he sufferer was a woman. 
She was a w retched, 
ruined creature, 
but she needed aid, and she would have 
starved to death had she not found a com­ 
panion in sham e and squalor more friendly 
thau the charitable organizations of th a t 
w ealthy city. 
In too m any of the A m erican charitable 
organizations the m achinery is m ade to 
absorb a disproportionate am ount of the 
receipts. 
AVe do not know how this is in 
the English societies. 
R at it is a common 
experience in th e U nited States th at well- 
to-do people now adays subscribe a few dol­ 
lars a y ear to some of these associations, 
and th in k th a t a sufficient justification for 
buttoning up th eir pockets all the rest of 
th e tim e. 
T heir hearts are chilled, in fact, 
as Lord Shaftesbury pu t it, and the flow 
of private charity is stopped. 
A nd while 
it m ay be adm itted th a t organized charity 
prevents some w aste of m oney upon unde­ 
serving objects, there can be no doubt th a t 
is also deprives some of the m ost deserving 
people from relief, because those who have 
had experience of the m anner in which 
charity is dispensed by associations seldom 
care to repeat the experim ent of applying 
to them . 
Then, again, it m ust be realized 
th a t no charity affords th e donor any real 
good unless it Í3 adm inistered personally. 
I t is impossible to derive any psychical 
benefit from an autom atic arrangem ent. 
If charity is looked upon sim ply as a tax, 
which has to be paid like other taxes, it 
will no more expand th e hearts of the 
donors th an pa} ing city, county or State 
taxes does. 
I t is only by going among 
the poor, by learning th eir real condition, 
by becoming fam iliar w ith th eir troubles, 
difficulties, affliction.», th a t th e tru th can 
be known, and th at good can be done. 
Organized charity is m achine charity. 
I t ii necessarily divested of every attrib u te 
of hum anity. 
T here is no tenderness 
about it. 
I t calls for no gratitude. 
I t is 
clearly impossible to bo grateful to an as­ 
sociation. 
I : Í3 bestow ed and received ¡D 
a m echanical, 
frigid, repeilaut way. 
I t 
does not bring men and women closer to­ 
gether. 
I t docs not serve to keep alive 
th e rcm em brar.ee th a t all belong to the 
same family. 
I t does no t create 
any 
bonds of sym pathy or affection betw een 
the rich and th e jioor. 
A ll th a t can be 
said for it is th a t it tends to check fraud, 
and even then it may seriously be doubted 
w hether th e good done is anything like 
so much a3 is usually pretended. 
There 
arc some old-fashioned people who con­ 
tinue to th in k th a t it is b ette r to run the 
risk of being deceived now and then by 
i mpostors than to acquire 
th e h abit of 
turning a cold shoulder to every applicant; 
and it m ight be rash to assert th a t their 
views were wrong. 
R ut it is quite certain 
th a t there is a large class of deserving y et 
unfortunate people, who are often in great 
need of help, b ut arc too proud and sensi­ 
tive to appeal to any charitable organiza­ 
tion. 
To the sym pathetic inquiries of 
private charity such people would respond, 
bu t 
they 
cannot 
bring 
them selves to 
cringe before the indifferent au 1 perhaps 
arrogant or capricious stew ard of some 
wealthy organization, and so they tuffer in 
siience. 
As for the impostors, they will alway'3 
make their way, no m atter w hat obstacles 
are pu t in th eir path. 
T heir effrontery 
and callousness are generally quite a m atch 
for the precautions adopted against them . 
R ut the extinction of private charity, even 
if it brought w ith it the destruction of 
im posture, would be far too dearly pur­ 
chased. T here is already too strong a dispo­ 
sition to evade th e d u ty of private charity 
under all circum stances, and it is not safe 
to encourage it by m aking the evasion 
easier. 
O ur rich men have not th u s far 
shown an 
extraordinary willingness to 
experim ent in philanthropic enterprises, 
and it is a p ity th a t any tendencies in th a t 
direction which they may have should be 
checked or blunted. 
I t is a bad and d an ­ 
gerous thing to chill people's hearts, and 
if organized charity has th a t effect it is 
doing far more harm than good.

in Congress upon tho granting of the endow­ 
m ent establishing the U niversity plainly in­ 
dicated th at this departm ent should be equal 
iu all r spects to any pertaining to “ letters,” 
and its benefits made available to poor farm­ 
ers’ boys. 
He said he intended to see to it j 
th at the departm ent b3 placed at a standard 
equal to that of the other departments. 
Mr. Bnggs said th at he had noticed that the 
standard of the agricultural departm ent of the 
Univer.-ity had been placed lower than that 
of the College of Letters, ami th at the latter 
had absorbed all the fund i of the University, 
to the detrim ent of the agricultural depart­ 
ment. 
He was gratified that the Regent who 
is on the State Board of A griculture had 
taken notice of the m atter. 
M r. C arr being in the chair, resolutions 
were pa-sed texommeriding Mr. Shafter for 
the Presidency of the University, and urging 
upon the Board of Regents the enlargement 
of the College of Agriculture and the full 
fulfillment of the declared object of the Con­ 
gressional grant of 150,000 acres of land—the 
education of our young men in agriculture 
and the mechanic arts. 
The Board then adjourned until August 
6th at 2 p. si.

The Bodie papers at hand give full particu­ 
lars of the shooting of the man Cook, or Sm ith 
aliis, by W arren F . Drew of this place. 
There is no mat?ri»l change from tho first 
statem ent. 
I t appears th at Ccok kept telling 
Drew tlitamine they were searching for wa.? 
a little further on, and finally by his avoiding 
observation, and being hailed by pa9sers-by 
by strange names, Drew’s suspicions were 
aroused. 
Cook knew Drew had considerable 
money on his person. 
Between 3 and 4 
o’clock on 
Tuesday 
afternoon they had 
reached a point about seven miles from Fale’s 
Iio t Spring. Smith, with his load, wa? ahead 
and out of sight. The other team was jogging 
along a t a moderate gait, when Cook sudden­ 
ly remarked th at he saw a deer behind some 
bushes about 200 yards up the mountain, and 
asked for the rifle, that he m ight go up and 
kill it. 
Drew said he would go himself, as he 
was the best shot. 
He got out of the wagon 
anti started for the clump of bushes. 
Upon 
arriving at the spot he paw nothing, and 
could see no track of a deer or any other 
animal. 
In returning he took a dregonal cut 
ahead, crossed a small stream and beckoned 
to Cook to drive aheaj and over'ake 1 im. 
Cook to ik up the reirs with his left l and 
and drove aluDg. 
W hen Drew was within 
a foot of the foiward wheel and about to 
step on to the wagon, the villain Cook roi-ed 
a revolver which he ftu cd under the cushion 
of the seat, and taking aim at his companion, 
pulled the trigger. 
B ut the cartridge did not 
explode. 
I? a fl ish Drew saw th at he was to 
be murdered, and t« save his os-n life lte 
raised hi. ritla and fired, the ball striking 
Cook in the side. H e fell over the dashboard 
on to the wh til.'tie s, and a t the same time 
tired at Drew. 
The ball came so near its 
marl: th at the coat sleeve was cut. 
Then the 
horses began to run, and after going about 
six rods Cm k fell to the ground. 
As soon a? 
he touched the earth he discharged another 
shot. 
Drew then walked up to him and 
struck him on the bead with the butt end ot 
the rifle. 
This did not settle Cook, for he 
raised up again to fire, when 1 )rew took de­ 
liberate aim and tired, the ball striking the 
man in the temple. Drew left Cook a corpse, 
and upon catching the team l.e hurried to the 
H ot .Springs, where he informed Sm ith of 
w hat had happened. 
The latter gentleman, 
with others, went back and found the body 
lying on the side of the road, the pistol by 
his side, and the blood oozing from the 
wound?. 
Life was extinct. 
The body was 
left in it? origina! position, and the Coroner 
was notified.

Ho says: “ Either 
the real Roger Charles Tioliborne has turned up 
after thirty years* silence, or th at a man living the 
same hard life this man has is bo crammed himself 
with details, things which appeared in the testi­ 
mony in the two famous Tichbo*no trials, and things 
which did not appear a t those trials, as to stand tho 
most searching exam ination and 1TO68 exam ination 
th at I wiM venture to say very fe w men not telling 
the truth oould nndcrgo." 
" Then you really lolievo hi n to be the genuine 
Ticbbome t“ 
•• Well, I should not like to go go far as that. 
If 
he is the real man it is enough th a t we have found 
him after thirty years’ self imprisonm ent. 
If not, 
he hap possession of a mass of facts about th at fam* 
ily—its geneal«'*gy ; iU* m arriages and interm ar­ 
riages : the births and dates of births ; the real 
Roger’s associations w ith moo and things and cir- 
ruru.-t»inct*: fasts in and not in testim ony - th at is 
perfectly astounding. 
In th e two Tichborne cases, 
that if the claim ant Ort/m, and th at of perjury 
against him, there were over 200 witnesses exam ­ 
ined in each, and a vast doa! of testim ouy was 
brought out.. There arc many facts th at any man 
of abilhy m ight m aster and fool a man who knew no 
m ore.” 
THEIR FIRST MEETING. 
*' A short lime ago a man came to me and told 
me that he was Roger Charles Doughty iTichborne, 
Baronet, and notw ithstanding a certain quiet dig­ 
nity and reserve on his part, and an ability to fend 
off any insinuations, 1 t-old him frankly th at he in­ 
terested me us any big hum bug would.” 
“ This is getting interesting. Go on.” 
‘•Well, I stood the man off for ton days, and 
meanwhile crammed up on the thing. Tho charge 
to tho jury by Lord Chief Cockbum on the original 
Via; ie probably the best sum m ing up of f.ic’s and 
testim ony existing in th e English language. Within 
a sjiace of three hours not a tingle im portant fact 
of that long trial wag o m itted ; and weaknesses 
were discovered that all tho lawyers fade 1 to gee.

Ju st the same m arks testified 
to by the Euglish soldiers and officers whc* knew 
him, an«l the existence of which was denied by Or­ 
ton’s witnesses. There was his cousii^Kate Dough­ 
ty’s initials, the cross, the h cait. the woman, the 
ftowers. 
" 1 a*kod him ‘ Do you remember Gossein T 
“ Exftiac me ; \o u do not pronouuoe it right,” he 
said. 
* It is pronounced Gosseen. 
1 think I ought 
to rem em ber him, as he wag an old family servant, 
and was with me when I was h u rt in B rittany/ 
*• ’ How h u rt?’ 1 asked. 
•’ * Why, I slipped and fell and struck a rock, re- 
eeiring a cut in the back of the head. 
Here is the 
scar.’ 
(Showing me.) The scar was there. • 
*• ’ When did you «>e G ossein last,' I asked. 
** He bade me good-by when I left England for 
Sooth America.’ 


THE CB06S-KXAMIKATI0ST. 
*' I then went on with my questions, coming at 
him In every way known to lawyers when the y wish 
to entrap a witness whom they suspect of lying. 
I 
had him under fire for threo days, and never onoe 
saw at: exhibition of any kind of embarraasmont, 
hesitation, or any of the plienotnen t lawyers arc ac­ 
custom ed to seeing when a man under exam ination 
knows parts of a story and tries to let on he knows 
the whole. 
1 asked him about the points ou which 
Orto» failed, and he was not fazed. 
He told me tho 
term.* of admission to Stonyhurst (tHe English 
school Tichborne attended), the course of education 
or curriculum pursued there, and he answered all 
m y questions intelligently and fully*. From his edu­ 
cation I knew he m ust bo Catholic, so I took hold 
of him ou th at faith und asked him about his 
religious training, his father’s and tu to r’s, and he 
d: played a remarkable fam iliarity with the whole 
subject.” 
*' Don’t he speak French, or, like Orton, has he 
forgotten all about that, too ! ” 
’* IÍ6 converses freely in French—not like a 
Frenchm an, hut well. 
I notice, too, in his U tters a 
commingling tf Fren eh and English. For instance, 
instead of writing June, as in English, he uses the 
French * Juin.' 
All his le térs to m e -a n d I have 
about forty of them - di*play th e same peculiarity. 
About his m ilitary education, be went ii.to m&uy 
d ct ;i!s which did not appear at all in th e trial, 
lie 
told me haw the command was got for h'm in the 
arm y—a com eter in the .Sixth Dragoon?, I believe ; 
where he studied up to cuter the army, with his 
uncle. Colonel 
Dandy Seymour, of 
Grosvcnor 
square, L ondon; bow he passed his exam ination 
and joined his regim ent in Ireland. 
Unlike Orton, 
he know all about the troops, officere, etc. 
He told 
me the details of British dril! and uniform, and is 
himself an 
excellent 
tactician, having 
served 
through our civil war. 
I ’ll tell you about th at later 
on 
! jumped him with questious concerning bis 
pay and allowance from home, b a t he met me with 
straightforw ard answers.”

If false, the am ount of labor on the 
P*ri of this man would he perfectly astounding. 
B ut this is not alf. 
I said, * If you are the real 
Tichborne, you m ust know the situation of Tich 
burnt manor. 
Draw me a plan of Tichborne, Up­ 
ton. and the other family scat.' Well, ho sat down 
and drew a map which would be a credit to any gen­ 
eral p ogrmpher. 
lie first drew a plan of the house 
with all the rooms, their situation up and down, the 
grounds, how laid out. 
He then drew a plan, a gen­ 
eral topographical survey, of all the approaches and 
the country ro u n d - in fact, c f the southern jwirt of 
England. 
This was at least eighteen inches square 
He told me th at before he cim c of age he aifiu.-cd 
h;mself by drawing up the ch an g e he contemplated 
m aking when he came into |*o«K98ion. 
This he 
left with the family lawyer, O xford. 
I asked him 
tr. and he uivlc lue a copy of this draft, drawn up 
jwst as an architect would hare done it.”

Von know the rem arkable story of the claim­ 
ant—th at at Rio J&ueiro he embarked on board 
the Bella ; that the Bella was wracked and he was 
picked up by the Osprey and carried to Australia.

to reveal himself until th at generation had j a wed 
away. 
He kept his oath, end in 13S1, the d.iv tho 
oath expired, he started from S in Diogo to sec nie.” 
“ Ilow about bis life during all those yean*/’ 
“ It m ust have been a dreary one. 
He was in turn 
tailor before the mast, s* Idicr, workman at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, and now he ha» a small farm 
near Sa:i Diego and has a portio n in the lighthouse 
service. 
During his stay in South America, je st 
after the recovery of hi» reason, lie m et a man 
namod Charles O. Ferris, and while they were to- 
g -tlo r Ferris died. leari g the address cf his people 
in Brooklyn, New York, with our man, and a?k.ng 
hi u to deliver certain things and messages to tin in 
Some tim e in l b 36 or 1857 (he has the day and date) 
he roiched the A tlantic co.iit and took a eliip for 
New York. 
When he visited Ferris’ friends the 
m om ent they saw him, u ilhout w aiting for him to 


speak, they 
'ed out, ‘ That’s Charley come hom e!’ 
The idea then entered his head to represent Ferris, 
which he did, until the prospect of seeing Ferris’ 
m other interfered, and he ‘lit out.’ 
He made two 
or three voyages at sea, and when the war broke 
out onlistcd. 
ONE OF GRANT'S ARMY. 
“ He served all through the war, was 'wounded sev­ 
eral limee, and was discharged for his wounds, but 
re-cblisted. 
He has a medal won before Richmond. 
He says th at one day during the war, somewhere in 
the West, on a m ilitary parade, he saw Jules Fer- 
rault, his form er 7alet. 
He could not get out of the 
ranks then, b u t afterward hunted for him every­ 
where w ithout succets. 
It was a case of * I’ll see 
you again,’ and * Not if I know it.’ 
He h a d ^ e two 
middle fingers of his right hand shot away while in 
the arm y, and w rites w ith his thum b, fore and little 
finger.” 
‘ How does his w riting compare with th at of the 
genuine Tichborno as copied in the illustrated 
p a p ers/’ 
“ There is a m arked resemblance, though his 
writing is cramped, as one would expect under the 
circumstances. 
In 1806 or 1867 he m arried a Miss 
Williams of Brooklyn, New York, and now has four 
children, all baptized and christened with Tichborne 
family names. In Vallejo he was Captain of the 
Frisbie Guard. 
At present he is in San Diego. 
Speaking of the bands, he has the large bony ones 
described as possessed by the real Roger. 
Now 
they are large and coarse, as they would naturally 
bo after thirty years’ m anual labor. But in language 
and actions he is a gentleman, quiet, dignified, cool 
as an Iceberg under the most searching questioning. 
He has all the phvsical characteristics of Roger 
Tichborne, changed, of course, by age. 
The de­ 
scription of the real Tichborne as given by Justice 
Cockburn to the jury, fits him as though it was his 
passport, except as altered by age. 
But w hat was 
of most interest to 
me was his criticism of the 
testim ony. Strange to say, he Had never read it 
until the time of his oath had expired. 
We went 
over it together, and he says that perjury was com­ 
mitted on both sides, as bad on one as tuo other. 
ORTON’S BASE LIE3. 
“ I asked him about tfce sealed package which he 
left with his lawyer, and which was lost, and when 
I told hint th at Orton said it was a statem ent of his 
seduction of his cousin, K ate Dougherty, you ought 
to have seen him boil over. * Tho thing is so sim ple/ 
he said, ‘ th at I am ashamed to confess w hat was in 
there. 
It was a w ritten \ow to the Virgin th at if 
she would bring about iny m arriage with my cousiu 
Kate 1 would build a chapel to her at Tichborne to 
cost not less than 200,0C0 francs.’ 
In reading Or- 
tou’s testimony, he said th at Orton testified to 
many things which he 
could only have learned 
from his letters to hie (mother, Lady Tichborno 
(since dead. 
It will be rcm ew’rered th at she ac­ 
cepted O rton as her soil.) 
You will remember also 
th at Orton had not only forgotten his French, but 
did not re member after years of careful schoohug 
w hether the iEneid was w ritten in Latin or Greek. 
It is entirely d fferei.t with this man. 
He said that 
when he was 17 years old he could hardly speak 
E n jieh , having been almost raised in France, and 
that when Orton’s witnesses testified about his good 
English they lied. 
His aunts spoke of him as a 
* French dog.’ 
I a9ked him how it was he came 
now after allowing his estate to be encumbered 
through 
the 
expenses 
of th at 
trial—it cost 
nearly $500,000—■when at any time he mir lit have 
appeared and stopped th e whole thing. His only an­ 
swer was, ‘ I was not a free m an.’ I asked him about 
his plans, for he has only come to me for legal ad- 
\ ice about obtaining official statem ents of his ship­ 
ping, enlisting, etc., and movements whilst away, 
aud he gays he don’t know y e t; th at there will be 
no trial, for as soou as ho arrives in France and 
England h sts of witnesses will recognize him. 
He 
has been corresponding with friends in France and 
will go there first. 
Roger Tichborne’» old tutor, 
Abbe Lofcvre, writes him. ‘ Come, and I will know 
if you are he in five m inutes.’ 
He remembers tho 
names of many of his fellow-pupils at Paris, and 
particularly the nicknames of two. The funny 
thing is. he don’t seem to care for the money. 
He 
says i e is thoroughly American, and if it were not 
lor his children he never would have moved in the 
m atter. 
“ The am ount of his story is this : His exile is due 
io disappointcd love. T hat is the beginning and 
the end of it. 
He swore to stick by his oath until 
1881, aud has done it. 
When the Duke of Suther­ 
land was hero I went to him, and he became very 
much interested in the CJse. 
He was given a ic- 
ture of the man, aud a statem ent of hiB story taken 
down by Air. Russell, and they are on their way to 
England now. 
There are more things in connection 
with the m atter, I will tell you at another time. 
Good night.”
